$1 kilogs. alum, or sfilphate of alumina; \ hour later 
8 kilogs. Pernambuco, 350 grams prime cerise, 
bluish, with acetic acid dissolved in water and 
carefully scummed. 

Fast, Pale to Medium, Rose Color—Five Shades.—- 

1,—100 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to 4 
hour later, 4% wineglassful of sap red. 

2.—200 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina; a wine- 
glassful of sap red. 

3.—350 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina, 2 wine- 
glassfuls of sap red. 

4.—500 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina; 344 wine- 
glassfuls of sap red. 

5.—750 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina, 5 wine- 
gilassfuls of sap red. 

Fast Rose Color to a Bright Crimson — Five 

Shades.— 

1.—250 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina, 350 grams 
tartaric acid, 50 grams crystallized soda; 44 hour 
later, 500 grams ammoniac cochineal. 

2.—400 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina, 500 grams 
tartaric acid, 75 grams crystallized soda, 750 grams 
ammoniac cochineal. 

3.—500 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina, 650 grams 
tartaric acid, 100 grams crystallized soda, 1,000 
grams ammoniac cochineal. 

4.—800 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina, 1,000 
grams tartaric acid, 150 grams crystallized soda, 
1,500 grams ammoniac cochineal. 

5.—1,000 grams alum or sulphate of alumina, 1,350 
grams tartaric acid, 200 grams crystallized soda, 
2,000 grams ammoniac cochineal. 

Pure Light to Dark Rose Color—Four Shades.— 

1,—300 grams safflower carmine; a few minutes later 
170 grams tartaric or citric acid. 

2.—400 grams safflower carmine, 230 grams tartaric 
or citric acid. 

8.—550 grams safflower carmine, 320 grams tartaric 
or citric acid. 

4.—700 grams safflower carmine, 400 grams tartaric 
or citric acid. 

The roseate tints produced with the help of 
safflower carmine particularly are distinguished 
for their delicate beauty, but will not withstand 
either air or light; consequently they are not to 
be preferred to the magnificent shades obtained 
by using eosine. The dyeing with safflower car- 
mine is much more expensive than with eosine, 
hence the latter has naturally superseded the 
other. 


Safflower red is essentially less yellowish than 
cochineal red, but under an elevated tempera- 
ture it assumes a materially modified tint; hence 
the drying cylinders should be heated as little as 
possible. Before the aniline colors were in- 
vented, a magnificent scarlet for flower paper 
was obtained by dyeing safflower carmine on 
an annatto foundation. The pulp, given an 
alkaline reaction by first being dyed with a so- 
lution of annatto, was slightly acidulated with 
acetic acid and then dyed with safflower carmine 
and tartaric acid. In a similar way a very 
handsome fast, bright red was obtained by dye- 
ing first with cochineal and a tin mordant upon 
a foundation of annatto, and then dyeing with 
safflower carmine and tartaric or citric acid. 
Both colors were, however, very expensive. 


Aurora Red to Bright Red—Six Shades.-— 

1.—400 grams alum, or sulphate of alumina; 14 to 4 
hour later, 120 grams prime eosine M or G. 

2.—1 kilog. alum, or sulphate of alumina, 200 grams 
prime eosine, M or G. 

3.—14 kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina, 200 
grams prime eosine, M or G. 

4.—2 kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina, 450 grams 
prime eosine, M or G. 

5.—3 kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina, 650 grams 
prime eosine, M or G. 

6.—4 kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina, 900 grams 
prime eosine, M or G. 

Similar yellowish red tints will be faster, but 
not as handsome, by dyeing a decoction of Per- 
nambuco (redwood) in annatto yellow. The 
recipe will then be: 

Bright Red.— 

26 kilogs. of dissolved annatto, 114 kilogs. potash, 2 
kilogs. alum, 17 kilogs. Pernambuco, 2% kilogs. 
red liquor. 

For lighter tints, both mordants and colors 
will be applied in less quantities. 

Nacarate (Fire Scarlet).— 

814 kilogs. of alum, or sulphate of alumina; 44 to%*% 
hour later, 800 grams of prime G G eosine. 

A color which approaches nacarate and is 
faster, but decidedly duller, is made as follows: 
Yellowish Red.— 

144 kilogs. annatto, with a solution of 24 kilogs. crys- 
tallized soda, 314 kilogs. alum, 18 kilogs. Pernam- 


buco (redwood), 3 kilogs. tin salt, 3 kilogs. quer- 
citron. 

Cinnabar Red.— 

3 kilogs. alum or sulphate of alumina; 4 to & hour 
later, 750 grams of eosine—scarlet R, extra. 

Flesh Color—Two Shades.— 

1.—\4 kilogs. of alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to &% 
hour later, 60 grams of eosine scarlet B, extra. 
2.—\ kilog. alum, or sulphate of alumina, 120 grams 

of eosine scarlet B, extra. 

Persian Red.— 

3 kilogs. of alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to %& 
hour later, 780 grams of eosine scarlet B, extra. 

Cinnabar Carmine.— 

3 kilogs. of alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to 4% 
hour later, 600 grams of eosine-scarlet B, extra, 
100 grains safranine. 

Turkey Red.— 

3 kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to % hour 
later, 500 grams eosine-scarlet B, extra, 200 grams 
aniline scarlet. 

Brick Red—Two Shades.— 

1.—1\% kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to% 
hour later, 400 grams aniline—ponceau G G. 

2.—24% kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina, 600 
grams aniline—ponceau G G. 

Colors produced with aniline ponceau (red 
poppy color), are more lively when the pulp has 
been heated before it is dyed. These same 
tints will be all the faster and just as fiery by 
first dying with weld and then applying aniline- 
ponceau G. 

Ponceau (Red Poppy Color).— 

3% kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to & 
hour later, 850 grams of aniline-ponceau R. 

Fast Ponceau.— 

41% kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to & hour 
later, 144 kilogs. cochineal; and about 4% hour 
later, 400 grams of aniline-ponceau G. 

Scarlet.— ; 

3% kilogs. alum, or sulphate of alumina; 44 to 4% 
hour later, 900 grams aniline scarlet. 

Fast Scarlet.— 

4% kilogs. of alum, or sulphate of alumina; 4 to & 
hour later, 144 kilogs. cochineal (Zacatilla or Hon- 
duras); and 4 hour later, 430 grams of aniline 
scarlet, 30 to 50 grams of naphtaline yellow.

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The Paper Trade in the City of New York. 





(Continued. ]} 

A type of the successful man is William H. 
Parsons, who is a native of New York, but the 
son of an Englishman who was lost in the steam- 
ship President. He is also a brother of John E. 
Parsons, the well known lawyer. His connec- 
tion with the paper trade began in 1853, when 
he entered into the employ of Buchanan & Kil- 
mer, with the understanding that in the January 
following a new firm, of which he was to be a 
member, was to be formed. This was the firm 
Cheeseborough, Buchanan & Co., which lasted 
about two years. Cheeseborough’s interest was 
then bought out by the other partners, Buchanan, 
Kilmer, and Parsons, who continued together 
under the firm name of Buchanan, Parsons & 
Co. It will not be out of place in this connec- 
tion to say it has been remarked of Mr. Bu- 
chanan, that nearly every man whom he 
associated with himself in business has proved to 
be successful. First there was Chauncey Kilmer, 
who has long had almost a monopoly in furnish- 
ing paper for the New York Sun, is now a stock- 
holder of that journal, and is reputed to be a 
millionaire. Next he took into copartnership 
the subject of this sketch, William H. Parsons, 
who, as everybody in the trade knows, is excel- 
lently well provided with this world’s goods; 
and, lastly, Perkins and Goodwin, whose success- 
ful career has already been sketched at length in 
these columns. 


About the year 1855 the firm of Buchanan, 
Parsons & Co. was dissolved, and Mr. Parsons 
branched out on his own hook and formed the 
firm of William H. Parsons & Co. The com- 
pany was William F. Mott, Jr. Two or three 
years later this firm was also dissolved and Mr. 
Parsons took his brother, Arthur W. Parsons, 
into business with him under the firm name of 
William H. Parsons & Brother. Arthur W. 
Parsons retired in 1876, and is still living in this 
city. William H. Parsons then, having taken 
into copartnership George F. Hicks, who had 
been for some time his chief clerk, recurred to 
the original firm name of William H. Parsons & 
Co., which is retained to the present time, and 
Mr. Hicks is still the company. 


Mr. Parsons may be called the pioneer of the 
paper trade in the uptown movement. He be- 
gan business in Fulton street, but his was the 
first paper warehouse in Beekman street (No. 16) 
and the first also in Duane street. He moved up 
to Duane street between 1861 and 1863, and occu- 
pied the building No. 74—where THE PaPrEeR 
TRADE JOURNAL is now published. He moved 
to his present location, 81 and 83 Duane street, 
in the spring of 1880, 


He began in the general paper business, com- 
bining with it paper stock, in which, in fact, 
nearly every paper house at that time dealt at 
least to some extent. For a long time, however, 
his business has been confined to selling book, 
news and hanging paper, and the importation of 
paper makers’ materials. For many years he 
has been interested in the ownership of a num- 
ber of mills, andis now president of the Bowdoin 
Paper Manufacturing Company, of Brunswick, 
Me., the mill of which turns out five tons of news 
per day. At the present time he supplies a con- 
siderable portion of the paper used by the New 
York Herald. 

The principal changes that have occurred in 
the paper trade since the beginning of his career 
have been briefly indicated by him to the writer 
as follows: The decadence of the commission 
business. When he entered the trade most

houses were simply dealers on commission, with- 
out any direct connection with the manufactur- 
ers. Now, although a large quantity of paper is 
still sold on commission, most houses are di- 
rectly interested in the mills. At that time, too, 
scarcely any but machine finished paper was 
used for books; now super calendered paper is 
used almost entirely. The practice of putting up 
paper in rolls instead of sheets has also come 
into existence during his career.

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Wood Pulp Engine. 











This invention is an improvement on a class of 
engines for reducing wood fibre to pulp, described 
in patent numbered 182,891. It relates to means 
for elevating and depressing the adjustable stone 
with respect to the stationary stone, in order to 
compensate for wear or to regulate the gauge 
or capacity of the engine, &c. 

The frame of the engine is shown as composed 
of two upright side standards or housings, A A, 
erected at the bottom upon a common bed plate 
or foundation, B, and at the top bridged by a flat 
plate, C, the whole being of solid material and 
securely bolted together. 


The two horizontal grinding disks or stones 
are shown at D and E as disposed within an up- 
right hollow cylinder, F, which constitutes the 
grinding chamber of the engine, of which the 
plate C is the bottom, such chamber or cylinder 
being erected centrally upon the plate C, and 
having at bottom a chute or spout, G, to permit 
of escape of the pulp, the upper and stationary 
stone, D, being secured to or within the cap or 
cover A’ of the cylinder F, while an axial open- 
ing, a or b, is created in both the cap A’ and 
stone D, through which the material to be ground 
is precipitated between the two stones. The 
lower and revolving stone, E, is secured to the 
upper end of a vertical shaft, I, which finds a 
bearing immediately below this stone in the 
bridge-plate C, while the lower end of the shaft 
is stepped in a cup-shaped block, c, disposed 
within a recessed hub or annular flange, d, erected 
upon a horizontal sliding beam or cross head, e, 
which is supported in guides or grooves f f, 
erected in the inner faces of the standards A A, 
the hollow step or cup ¢ being confined to the 
hub d by bolts s s, &c., in such manner that, 
should any discrepancies from wear or otherwise 
occur in the relative positions of the shaft and 
cross head, the height of the step may be raised 
to compensate for such discrepancy, while the 
cup constitutes a receptacle for lubricating 
material, and the recess of the hub to contain 
flowing water. 


To effect the elevation or depression of the 
lower stone, the following mechanism is em- 
ployed: Upon each side of the shaft I, is an up- 
right shaft, g, and upon the lower end of each of 
these shafts is cut a screw-thread, which screws 
through a female screw-thread tapped in a hole 
in the cross-head e, each shaft at its lower end 
resting upon the base B, and near its upper end 
being journaled in a bracket, h, extending hori- 





zontally inward from the adjacent standard A- 
Secured to the top of each shaft g is a worm- 
gear, i, which engages a worm, k, fixed upona 
horizontal shaft, /, which is mounted in bearings 
in the standards A A, one end of such staff ex- 
tending through the standard and having a 
mitre gear, m, fixed to it, which meshes into a 
second mitre gear, n, fixed to the lower end of a 
vertical shaft or rod, 0, this latter shaft being 
mounted in guides p p’ extending from the out- 
side of the standard, and having a hand wheel, 
r, affixed to its upper end. By means of the 
hand wheel, whose rotations are transmitted to 
the screw-threaded shafts g g through the mitre 
gears m and n and worm and worm gears ii and 


kk, the attendant is enabled to elevate the lower 


stone to compensate for its wear or to change 
the gauge of the engine. 

The claims cover the mechanism for effecting 
the adjustment of the lower or rotary stone, in 
combination with the lower stone and its sup- 
porting shaft, as follows: The sliding cross head 
guided by upright grooves in the standards of 
the engine frame and supporting, by an adjust- 
able step, the weight of the lower stone, the twin 
screw threaded shafts actuating such cross head 
and carrying worm gears by which they receive 
rotary motion, the worm gears engaging worms 
mounted upon a horizontal shaft suitably jour- 
naled in the engine frame, and carrying at one 
end a mitre gear, and the upright hand shaft or 
rod carrying a mitre gear to engage the gear on 
the worm shaft (233,071.) 
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Concerning Boilers. 





Copper boilers cost much more than plate iron, 
are much heavier, and harder to keep tight. 
One advantage of plate iron for boilers is that 
the oxide of iron formed by corrosion is strongly 
adherent to the plates, thus stanching small 
leaks. In copper boilers the copper rust is not at 


‘all adherent; hence lakes become more and more 


troublesome. 

The various elements of a boiler are the ash 
pit, the combustion chamber, the grate between 
these last, the flues or tubes and their connect- 
ing chambers, the chimney, the water room 
which incloses the furnace, tubes, flues and con- 
necting chambers, and the steam room, which is 
above the water room. 

The surface of the grate is called the grate sur- 
face, and the combined surfaces of the flues, 
tubes and chambers, with the furnace, are called 
the heating surface. 

The chimney serves to direct the products of 
combustion and convey them away, and by its 
height serves to increase the draft. 

The water room must be large enough to keep 
a safe water level under all conditions of feed 
that are found in practice. 

The steam room must be large enough not to 
be too readily exhausted by sudden consumption 
of steam by the engine or other steam con- 
sumer. 

The larger the steam cylinder and the faster 
the piston speed, the greater the necessity for 
much steam room. 

The more intermittent the feed, the greater 
will be the necessity for large water room, and 
the longer the boiler will be in getting up steam ; 
but it can be left longer with approximate 
safety without attention, or it will run longer 
with safety in case of defective feed. 

Solid bodies grow luminous at about 750° F., 
and as heat increases this dull red luminosity 
develops into a bright red, and so on to the 
white heat, which produces fusion in most cases. 


Combustion cannot be kept up with less than | 


800°. 

One pound of carbon will make 244 pounds of 
carbonic oxide, if imperfectly burned, or it will 
make 31¢ pounds of carbonic acid gas if properly 
(that is completely) burned. 

Two and one-third pounds of carbonic oxide 


gas being further oxidized to complete oxida- | 


tion, that is, to carbonic acid gas, develop 10,100 
units of heat. 
Proper combustion cannot take place unless 


both the fuel and the air are at the temperature | 


sufficient to maintain combustion; this is 750° F. 

Every pound of coal takes nearly twelve 
pounds of air for its perfect combustion in prac- 
tice. 

Not only there must be enough air to oxidize 
the fuel, but both air and fuel must be at a high 
enough temperature; but they must be properly 
and thoroughly mixed. 

The fuel must be properly permeated with air. 

This is impossible to effect with ordinary ap- 
pliances, but it may be done better by admitting 
some of the air below the grate and some above 
it. 

Passing through the grate the air is somewhat 
divided; passing through the interstices of the 
fuel it is further divided; and, to distribute it 
above the grate and the layer of fuel, it is intro- 
duced through small holes. 


If this is not done, more than 12 pounds of 
air per pound of coal must be admitted below 
the grate. 

Where the ordinary chimney is used, 24 pounds 
of air per pound of coal must be admitted. 

By the use of the fan blower or jet this may 
be reduced to 18 pounds; but the blower, and 
especially the jet blower, is destructive of the 
plates of most boilers. 

By letting in one and a half times the maxi- 
mum proportion of air to effect complete com- 
bustion, the temperature of the gases of com- 
bustion is proportionately diminished; while if 
double the maximum quantity be introduced, 
the temperature of the gases of combustion will 
be reduced one-half. 

Soft coals, if they are not caked, allow the air 
to permeate them, while hard, anthracite coals 
remain solid, and the air can only reach the sur- 
face of the burning lumps. 

The straighter the passages for the products of 
combustion, the less chimney height will there 
be needed. 

Other things being equal, increasing the height 
of the chimney fourfold doubles the rate of com- 
bustion. 

To get three times the rate of combustion, the 
chimney height would have to be increased nine- 
fold. 

In fact, these figures for chimney height should 
be increased, because in very high chimneys the 
gases are cold in their upward passage, and their 
‘“‘ pull” upon the furnace is proportionately less. 
But there is a point beyond which there is no use 
in increasing the chimney height, because fric- 
tional resistances run as the square of the 
velocity of the gases; so that after a certain 
limit the velocity would be constant, and there 
would be no use in increasing the chimney height.

Accidents from Lightning. 





Professor John Wise, an eminent balloonist 
but no electrician, collected statistics of many 
buildings with rods that were struck by light- 
ning. He gave his own opinion on this subject 
before the section of Meteorology of the Frank- 
lin Institute, and he had the subject of his own 
remarks published in the daily papers. His 
erroneous views never received even the shadow 
of indorsement of the Franklin Institute; but 
they led to the appointment of a committee to 
report ‘‘on the visible effects and damage by 
lightning, and the feasibility of certain protection 
of property and life.” 

This committee was composed of the following 
named gentlemen: J. B. Burleigh, LL. D., elec- 
trician and author, chairman; Charles M. Cres- 
son, M. D., physicist and expert; William H. 
Wahl, Ph. D., formerly Secretary of the Insti- 
tute and an eminent scientist; David Brooks, in- 
ventor and telegraphic expert; Robert Grim- 
shaw, Ph. D., author and scientific expert. 

This committee has just completed with great 
care a voluminous report. The research, ex- 
tended statistics, and scientific reliability of their 
report, will render it just the authority needed 
by every one who has property to protect and 
desires to do it so as to secure perfect safety. 
The following brief extract is in advance of its 
publication. ‘‘ The science of lightning conduct- 
ors for the safe protection of property and life 
| should keep pace with the science of architect- 
ure.” 

The modern improvements and progressive 
changes in the construction of buildings, the 
| substitution of metal for wood, the introduction 
| into a building of good conductors, the metal 
| water and gas pipes render a plan of protection 
| that would have been safe in the days of Frank- 
lin totally unsafe at the present period. This is 
one cause why lightning rods occasionally fail. 

Another cause is ignorance, or the desire to 
save labor in not digging an excavation or well 
| down to permanent moisture, and then omitting 
to put a ground plate, or an abundance of scrap 
metal, to aid the rod in securing equilibrium by 
the upward movement on the rod of the op- 
| posite terrestrial electricity, for the rod con- 
ducts the upward movement of electricity the 
same as a green tree in the spring conducts the 
| upward movement of sap. Again, neglecting to 
| make a complete circuit with the lightning rod 
and arranging it so that not even a single point 
| can be struck, without having at least two outlets 
| for the opposite electricities to unite and secure 

equilibrium, is the cause of an occasional failure. 

Sometimes well meaning persons start in the 
| lightning rod business; they imitate past work- 
manship, put up several of the best solid platina 
tipped points, have but one run down and save 
theron by using only a foot or two in dry earth, 
or nearly dry earth, and then they marvel be- 
cause the lightning left the rod and set the build- 
ing on fire. When the definite latent laws of 
electricity are complied with, the lightning rod 
| never fails. As there is a definite and wonder-

These rods should be galvanized with the best 
Silesian spelter, in order to have and to preserve 
a bright surface. 

Galvanizing is necessary, to prevent corrosion 
and consequent loss of conductivity. 

The patent star copper section is made of 
wrought iron, also galvanized and covered with 
sheet copper, and then both are twisted. 

Rods are also made of copper tube, the fasten- 
ings being made by inserting blocks in the ends 
to be joined, and running a bead round each 
end to hold in a smaller bead in the dowel. 

These rods come %, 9-16 and 4¢ inch diameter. 

There is one form made of a copper tube, press- 
ed into the form of a four pointed star and then 
twisted, 

There are rods made of two or more copper 
tubes, twisted together with a spiral. 

The patent Phelps cable is composed of a cen- 
tre or core of four copper wires twisted together 
and surrounded by six galvanized iron wires. 

One variation of it substitutes galvanized iron 
wire for the centre. 

The Cushman patent cable consists of four No. 
8 galvanized iron wires and four copper wires 
all twisted together. 

Another form is made by placing five wires, 
plain or galvanized, around the large centre wire, 
and covering all with sheet copper; the cable 
being twisted to form a star shaped cable. 

In the Munn patent cable, four iron wires are 
covered with sheet copper, the whole being twist- 
ed, drawing the two edges of the copper wire be- 
tsveen the wires. 

The Schomaker tubular cable is made 
twisting together seven copper tubes. 

The Schomaker filled cable is the same as the 
last, except that there is an iron wire in each of | 
the seven copper tubes. 

The copper wire cable rod is composed of 28 | 
strands of copper wire or of four No. 9 and four 
No, 16, or seven large wires. 

The cables are continuous; hence, 
risk from imperfect fittings. 

The vertical points should be held up by three 
legged patent galvanized braces. The % solid 
copper patent star rod is an excellent and dur- 
able conductor.

Prices of paper and stock remain about sta- 
tionary, although F. P. Elliott reports news 
scarce and firm, and book papers—especially 
super-calendered—very limited in supply in this 
market. The winter all through has been a bad 
one for the mills. First it was too dry, later 
too wet, and now the heavy and almost impas- 
sable roads are extending the discomfort. In 
paper stock blues No. 3 are down about 44 cent. 

The Marseilles Paper Company, on Lake street, 
is doing a heavy business in bogus and No 1 ma- 
nillas, straw wrapping and building papers. 
The firm takes the entire product of each mill it 
patronizes, and an idea may be formed of its 
business from the fact that fourteen car loads 
consigned to it are now lying at the depots of 
the city. Its daily consumption is between 
forty and fifty tons. 

A pertinent question has been put to me by 
several stock and paper dealers. Isubmitit tothe 
“higher authorities” as a “conundrum.” Why 
is there not more book paper manufactured in the 
great Northwest? The water is said to be suit- 
able and power plenty; and Chicago's capacity 
for consumption is familiar to the Eastern manu- 
facturers. G. B. H.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 


HovoyKe, Mass., March 24, 1881. 

The Crocker Filter Company is making an ex- 
tensive exhibit of its water filters here, and with 
good prospects of working up a considerable 
business. The agent has set up a 30-inch filter 
near one of the water power company’s build- 
ings, and the officers of his company are coming 
up to see it work, the agent telling them that 
they can learn more by seeing it under the con- 
ditions which it will meet in actual use than in 
any other way. The filter, having been illus- 
trated and described in THE JOURNAL, needs no 
further technical mention; but the possible ap- 
plication of it to the solution of the water ques- 
tion here makes the subject an interesting one. 
There is no place in the country that needs more 
pure water than Holyoke, and no place has 
spent so much money to obtain it. Huge wells 
have been sunk at great expense to build and 
maintain; artesian wells have been attempted, 
and the driver well has had a thorough trial; 
but there are still paper mills and other 
concerns that do not have water enough. 
Paper makers are especially hard to satisfy. 
They take all the water they can get 
and they want more. Of course I re- 
fer to pure water for washing the rags and mak- 
ing pulp, and not to water for power. The 
canal water is good enough for the purpose if it 
can be perfectly filtered, so as to remove all 
foreign matter, and this is the task the Crocker 
folks are attempting. If they succeed they will 
get a good many customers here, not only among 
the paper makers but the other concerns as well. 
The water is pumped up from the canal in one 
of the dirtiest places, and after it has been 
forced through the filter awhile and the ball re- 
versed, large quantities of dirt are washed out, 
showing the efficacy of the filtering material. 
The paper mills need so much water that the 
company proposes to get up a special filter for 
them, with larger pipes and a larger filtering 
surface. 

The compliment to American paper makers 
which THE JouRNAL copied from the London 
Examiner is significant here, where the best 
book paper in the country is made. It is only of 
late years that Holyoke has been remarkable for 
anything outside of the regular fine papers, but 
now our reputation includes book and all engine- 
sized papers. When the mills now under way 
are running we will make nearly fifty tons a 
day of this product on machines that have been 
started up within three years. The demand has 
increased wonderfully and all these mills are far 
behind in their orders; but when the market 
begins to get crowded it will be in order for our 
manufacturers to commence to work up a trade 
for this grade of papers in England. 

William Whiting, who has been slowly re- 
covering from a long sickness, has gone to the 
hills of North Carolina to escape the cold March 
winds of this climate. He is accompanied by 
his wife, and also by James D. Whitmore, of 
the New York firm of James D. Whitmore & 
Co. Mr. Whitmore, by the way, has just been 
elected a director of the new Holyoke Envelope 
Company, which will give it the best possible 
opportunity to put its goods upon the market. 
R. M. Fairfield, brother-in-law of Mr. Whiting, 
has taken the latter’s place, during his sickness, 
in managing the large business of the Whiting 
Paper Company, and it is said he will be made 
agent at the next meeting. 

The Parsons Company has begun the repairs 
in the old Mt. Tom mill; the wall of the machine 
room is being carried out toward the river, 
making the room wider. 

Some ten or twelve of the prominent paper 
makers are already interested in the New Eng- 
land Institute, or permanent exhibition, which 
will open in Boston on August 15, and, probably 
more than that, will make exhibits when the 
time comes. The preparations are going for- 
ward on a grand scale, and it promises to be the 
biggest thing of the kind Boston has ever had. 

George C. Buell, one of the Whiting Paper 
Company’s bookkeepers, has left the city for an 
engagement in the same capacity with the Otis 
Company at Ware. 

Spring is coming on in the very best way. 
The weather remains cold, thus preventing a too 
rapid break-up, and there has as yet been no 
sign of a freshet; although there will be time 
enough for that when the deep snows of north- 
ern Vermont and New Hampshire begin to melt 
faster. The ice has rotted away gradually until

The New Trade Mark Law. 





Following are the rules and regulations adopt- 
ed by the United States Patent Office for the 
registration of trade marks under the act of 
March 3, 1881: 


1 (a). Any person, firm or corporation domiciled in 
the United States or located in any foreign country 
which, by treaty, convention or law affords similar 
privileges to citizens of the United States, and who is 
entitled to the exclusive use of any trade mark and 
uses the same in commerce with foreign nations or 
with Indian tribes. The following countries have 


15. The right to the use of any trade mark is as- 


signable by an instrument of writing, and such assign- | 


ment of a registered trade mark must be recorded in 
the Patent Office within sixty days after its execution, 


in default of which it shall be void as against any 
subsequent purchaser or mortgagee for a valuable 
consideration, without notice. No particular form 
of assignment or conveyance is prescribed, but the 
trade mark should be identified by the certificate 
number. 

16. Owners of trade marks for which protection | 


has been sought by registering them in the Patent 
Office, under the act of July 8, 1870 (declared uncon-

The class of merchandise and the particular 
description of goods comprised in such class to which 
the trade mark has been appropriated. 

(c.) A description of the trade mark itself, with fac- 
similes thereof, and the mode in which it has been 
applied and used. 

(d.) The length of time during which the trade 
mark has been used by the applicant on the class of 
goods described. 

8. A fee of $25 is required on filing each application, 
except in the cases hereinafter named. (See para- 
graphs 16 and 17.) 

4. An application for the registration of a trade 
mark will consist of a statement and specification, a 
declaration or oath, and the fac-simile, with dupli- 
cates thereof. 

5. These should be preceded by a brief letter of ad- 
vice requesting registration and signed by the appli- 
cant. 

6. The statement should announce the full name, 
citizenship, domicile, residence and place of business 
of the applicant (or if the applicant be a corporation, 
under the laws of what State or nation incorporated), 
with a full and clear specification of the trade mark, 


particularly discriminating between its essential and 
It should also state from | 


non-essential features. 
what time the trade mark has been used by the ap- 
plicant, the class of merchandise and the particular 
goods comprised in such class to which the trade 
mark is appropriated, and the manner in which the 
trade mark has been applied to the goods. 

7. The declaration should be in the form of an oath 
by the person or by a member of the firm or by an 
officer of thé corporation making the application, to 


the effect that the party has at the time of filing his | 


application a right to the use of the trade mark de- 
scribed in the statement; that no other person, firm, 
or corporation has a right to such use, either in the 
identical form or in such near resemblance thereto 
as might be calculated to deceive; that such trade 
mark is used in lawful commerce with some foreign 
nation (or nations) or some Indian tribe (or tribes), and 
that it is truly represented in the fac-simile pre- 
sented for registry. 

8. This Oath may be taken within the United States, 
before a notary public, justice of the peace, or the 
judge or clerk of any court of record. In any foreign 
country it may be taken before the secretary of a 
legation or consular officer of the United States, or 
before any person duly qualified by the laws of the 
country to administer oaths, whose official character 
shall be certified by a representative of the United 
States having an official seal. 

9. Where the trade mark can be represented by a 
fac-simile which conforms to the rules for drawings 
of mechanical patents, such a drawing may be fur- 
nished by applicant, and the additional copies will be 
produced by the photo-lithographic process at the ex- 
pense of the office. Or the applicant may furnish 
one fac-simile of the trade mark, mounted on a card 
ten by fifteen inches in size, and ten additional copies 
upon flexible paper, not mounted; but in all cases 
the sheet containing the mounted fac-simile or the 
drawing must be signed by the applicant or his au- 
thorized attorney. 

10. All applications for registration are considered 
in the first instance by the trade mark examiner. 


An adverse decision by such examiner upon the appli- 


cant’s right to registration wil] be reviewed by the 
Commissioner in person upon petition without fee. 

11. No trade mark will be registered unless it shall 
be made to appear that the same is used as such by 
the applicant in commerce with foreign nations or 
with Indian tribes, or is within the provisions of a 
treaty, convention or declaration with a foreign 
power, nor which is merely the name of the appli- 
cant, nor which is identical with a known or regis- 
tered trade mark owned by another and appropria- 
ted to the same class of merchandise, or which so 
nearly resembles some other person's lawful trade 
mark as to be likely to cause confusion in the mind 
of the public or to deceive purchasers. 

12. In case of conflicting applications for registra- 
tion, or in any dispute as to the right to use which 
may arise between an applicant and a prior regis- 
trant, the office will declare an interference, in order 
that the parties may have opportunity to prove pri- 


ority of adoption or right; and the proceedings on 
such interference will follow, as nearly as practicable,

| Committee on Commerce of the House of 


Representatives, intrusted with the duty of 
inquiring what changes can be made in ex- 
isting laws to relieve the commercial in- 
terests of the country and what measures 
can be adopted to increase our foreign trade 
and the business of our merchant marine. 
This report was presented to the last Con- 
gress by the Hon. William A. Russell, just 
prior to the close of the session, and repre- 
sents the views of a majority of the sub- 
committee. It says that the two great 
questions that now demand the attention 
of the people are the establishment of new 
markets for our surplus manufactured 
products and the revival of our merchant 
marine. It is, therefore, recommended to 
subsidize lines of steamships, and to give 
encouragement to the building of new 
vessels, and the adopting of new routes 
for the purpose. The committee also con- 
siders it necessary and wise to continue to 
give our industries all the reasonable pro- 
tection that can be afforded by the tariff. 
Mr. Reagan, as the minority of the com- 
mittee, assents to much of the report of his 
associates; but asserts that the tariff is the 
great drawback to our foreign commerce 
and the growth of our merchant marine. 
The conclusion unanimously reached is that 
something must be done in the direction 
indicated. We have not space here to go 
through the details of this report and to 
present the points which served to combine 
the opinions of most of the members of the 


committee; but we think that their con- 


| clusions have been fairly drawn, and as to 


the necessity for the development of our 
foreign trade our opinions on that point 
have been too frequently and positively ex- 
pressed to need further assertion at this mo-

Our boiler is a tubular one, and we usually 
carry about three inches of water above the top 
| tier of tubes, and the fire line on the shell is 
about six inches above the water line; the steam 
dome is two and a half feet by three feet; the 
steam pipes are well covered, but at times the 
water comes over with the steam so as to make 
it necessary to keep both drain-cocks in the 
cylinder heads open, thus causing a waste of 
steam. Increasing or diminishing the pressure 
has but little if any effect on the quality of the 
steam.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary 
situation was characterized by ease throughout 
the entire week, and good borrowers found no 
difficulty in supplying their requirements at low 
rates of interest. Call loans on pledge of ac- 
ceptable stock collateral ranged between 3 and 6 
per cent., but the great majority of the transac- 
tions were effected at the intermediate rates. 
On United States bonds, loans were effected at 4 
per cent. There were not many transactions in 
time loans, but for 30 to 60 days 5@6 per cent. 
was the current quotation. In the discount 
market, prime mercantile paper rule at 5@6 per 
cent. 








The government bond market was quite active | 


throughout the week. The dealings were gener- |
